Butler, Pa., Oct. 7.—An explosion 
caused by tho upsetting of the metal 
pot In the No. I cupola of tho S t a n d ­ 
ard Steel com pany here late Sunday 
night caused th e death of four mon, 
fatally injured tw enty and seriously 
injured ten others. 
Nearly all the m en were foreigners. 
T he large wheel plant was demolished, 
causing a loss estim ated at 
The dead arm 
Nick D om a, Nicholas Blotar, JMwi 
Vereck and an unknown man. 
The condition of the thirty men In­ 
jured Is pitiful. 
Although still alive, 
the features of a majority ar*1 m u t i ­ 
lated 
bey-md recoentlon. 
Tho

metal was showered over them, c a u s ­ 
ing horrible 
injurh ;. 
Arms, finger? 
and ears were torn off. while a n u m ­ 
ber of the m en had the ir eyes bin n e d 
out.

jured said that at least ten of the i. en 
would die. 
Tile explosion was caused by th ' 
upsetting of a metal pot in the cupola, 
which contained 5,Out) pounds of m ol­ 
ten metal ready for casting.

In the pot broke, allowing the liquid 
iron to spill overw the wet sand.

explosion 
followed so 
quickly th a t 
none of tho w orkm en In the buildin 
had a chance to escape. 
Stream s of 
the burning metal poured out on th e 
workmen, 
som e of whom 
were e n ­ 
gulfed and literally cooked. 
T w e n ty 
men near the cupola had every sherd 
of clothing blown off by the force of 
the i xplosion. 
Many were buried u n ­ 
der the wreckage and were not r e s ­ 
cued for an h o u r after tile ca*astro; Im. 
Buildings in t h e city, from the force 
of the explosion, shivered as if sh a k e n 
by un e a rth q u a k e and people rushed 
from their homes, panic-stricken. W in n

works fully 10,000 people rushed to 
the scene, blocking streets and Inter" 
fering with fire companies and a m ­ 
bulances.

Mike Blotar, one of tho dead, was 
so terribly burned that his own broth­ 
er did not recognize him.

In the crush many women 
were Injured and their cries of pain 
and anguish 
could be heard 
block* 
away.

was finished 
last year at a cost of $200,000. 
The 
wrecked cupola ulone cost $30,000. The 
car works proper, costing $3,000,000, 
was In danger of destruction, but tho 
fire department soon had the blaze un­ 
der control.

Task of Sentencing 
Murderers Too 
Much for Minnesota Judge. 
Bemidji, Minn., ’Get. 7.—Overcom e *, 
by the tragic significance of his task 
when about to sentence two m en to 
death on the gallows for having taken 
the lives of two other men, Ju d g e W. 
N. McClenahan of th e Fifteenth dis­ 
trict court collapsed on the dench. 
Martin S. Munn, convicted of the 
m u rd e r at Spooner early this su m m e r 
of August Franklin, was before Ju d g e 
McClenahan for sentence, and Pe te r 
Mathieson, who killed Johan Johnson 
at Gull Lake, near Tenstrike, last F e b ­ 
ruary, was awaiting sentence. 
It was a dram atic court scene and 
the Impression it made upon the largo 
crowd in the courtroom was deepened 
by the knowledge that never before Iii 
the history of Beltrami county had the 
death penalty been 
imposed on any 
man. 
Judge McClenahan, in a voice firm 
and low, uttered the fateful words th a t 
meant doom to Munn. 
When Ju d g e

determined 
by 
the 
government to 
adopt extraordinary measures to pre­ 
vent. the introduction into the United 
States, not only of Japanese, but of 
other Asiatic coolie laborers. 
One re­ 
sult of the trip of Secretary Strauss 
of the departm ent 
of commerce and 
labor along the Canadian border and 
the Pacific coast has been an increase 
in the force of immigration inspectors 
along the Canadian border with a view 
to controlling if possible the flood of 
Asiatic 
Immigration 
into America. 
The official figures of the immigration ‘ 
of 
Japanese into 
America are 
not 
available, because Secretary Strauss 
declines at this time 
to make them 
public, but it is known that more than I 
double the number of Japanese have 
come Into the United State's thus far 
In the year 1907 than came here dur­ 
ing the same period last year. 
N atur­ 
ally. the figures of the government, do 
not Include tho hundreds of Japanese 
who 
have 
come 
Into tho 
country 
surreptitiously. 
They 
have 
come 
across the Canadian and Mexican bor­ 
ders 
practically without 
hindrance, 
despite the regulations adopted by the 
government to prevent the introduc­ 
tion of Japanese laborers. 


Does Not Issue Passports. 


The government of Japan doos not 
issue passports to laborers for Ameri­ 
ca. 
It 
(Joes, 
however, issue 
pass­ 
ports to them for the Hawaiian islands 
and Canada. 
Once in the Hawaiian 
! lands, they take passage either to 
Mexico or to Canada and their way 
across the border line into this coun­ 
try from 
either Mexico or the 
Do­ 
minion of Canada is easy. 
They take 
train, for 
instance, from 
Mexico to 
Canada, through 
the United 
States. 
The railroads are not bonded, as they 
are in the case of Chinese passengers, 
to deliver them at a specific destina- 
ilt Is thai 
leave the train at any 
point 
tho 
United States they may choose. They 
disappear and it practically is Impos­ 
sible to find them, even if they 
are 
known to have left tho train, which is 
entirely unlikely. 
For malty months the government 
lins had 
immigration 
inspectors

Mexico and Canada making investiga­ 
tions respecting the coining to Ameri­ 
ca of Asiatic laborers, especially Japa­ 
nese. 
In 
practically every

the Inspectors have reported that, the 
Japanese who reach Mexico or Can­ 
ada are hound for the United States. 
Inquiries In the Hawaiian islands have 
revealed organizations whoso business 
it is to procure Japanese laborers to 
work in the United States.
